The polar expedition, which has been 
in preparation since October 15, 1904, 
has cost $150,000, including today's 
subscriptions. The entire amount has 
been given by American business men 
to the Peary Arctic Club, whose mem- 
bers are anxious that none but Amer- 
icans: have a hand in this polar expe- 
dition. 
Morris K. Jessup, president of the 
club, subscribed 525,000, and Thomas 
Hubbard today gave a check for 510. 
000. Hubbard also offered to join 
with any other “believer” in the North 
Pole expedition in putting $25,000 into 
a fund to be divided among the mem- 
bers of the Peary party in case they 
succeeded in reaching the pole and 
returning to New York within eighteen

tion. sich a result cannot be contem- 
pléted except with the liveliest dissatis- 
faction, for there is no department of 
the country's commerce that so needs 
fostering as its oriental export trade. 
Instead of its volume being large; as 
some enthusiasts would have us be- 
Heve, it is pitifully small as compared 
with almost all other branches of the 
country’s Wusiness, and especially as 
contrasted with the large export trade 
of other nations. The government 
publications show, according to Har- 
old Boice, that of India’s import trade, 
which amounts to $283,000,000, the 
United States does less than $5,000,000, 
and that of China's importations, 
valued at $201,000,000, we supply less 
than $20,000,000, while taking all of 
Asia's importations together, which ag- 
gregaie the enormous sum of $991,000,- 
600, the United States furnishes less 
than 5 per cent. It can readily be seen 
that a very increase in that op- 
position to American products which 
has already begun in China, owing to 
the unfriendly attitude of the United 
States toward the country and its sub- 
jects, will divert to other nations the 
trifling percentage of her trade that. 
we now control. 

In this critical condition of our for- 
eign trade, it is imperative that we 
use all lawful and proper means to 
conciliate a people on whose friendly 
attitude the enlargement of that trade 
depends, and the importation of even 
a small number of inese would re- 
duce the expense of marketing our 
products by providing for steamers on 


their return trips a revenue that they 


now lack. It is argued by some that 
China does not wish to encourage the 
emigration of her subjects, but care 
should be taken to distinguish between 
the Peking government and the com- 
mercial guilds, which in many respects 
are more trul representative of the 
Chinese people. 

Moved by all these considerations, we 
respectfully urge upon you, Mr. Presi- 
dent, the taking of steps toward nego- 
tlating a new treaty with China, that 
shall provide for the removal of the 
exacting conditions that now attach to 
the entrance Into this country of their 
merchants, students and professional 
men, for the absolute of all 


visit their own land and return here, 
and for the admission during the next 
ten years of a number of male Chinese 
laborers that in any one year shall not 
exceed one-tenth of one per cent. of the 
population of this country.

The Presidente Address at 


Long Island Assembly. 


Envy Toward Gen. Wood a 
Shameful Chapter. 


THB ACSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

OYSTER BAY, July 12.—The Presi- 
dent delivered a notable address this 
afternoon before the Associated Physi- 
clans of Long Island. He discussed 
in the course of his speech the rela- 
tions physicians sustain with the peo- 
ple of the communities in which they 
reside and the work to de done by the 
medical experts in connection with the 
construction of the Panama Canal, de- 
claring that, despite all dimculties on 
the isthmus and here in the United 
States, the canal would be a success. 
He referred to the achievements of the 
Sanitary engineers who cleaned the 
streets of Cuba for the first time in 
400 years, and closed by paying a trib- 
ute to the services of Gen. Leonard 
Wood, whose career as a military on- 
cer, he sald, was flouted by some crit- 
ics because he had once been a doctor. 

A majority of the #0 physicians in 
attendance reached Oyster Bay on a 
special train at 3 o'clock. Attired in 
a suit of rough linen and wearing a 
broad-brimmed Panama hat, the Pres- 
ident arrived at the Oyster Bay High 
School, where the meeting was held, at 
3:16 o'clock p.m. 

He was escorted to the assembly hall, 
where he was accorded a cordial re- 
ception by the physicians, all stand- 
ing. At the conclusion of the Presi- 
dent's address and at his own su 
tion, an informal reception was held, 
each member of the association being 
presented to the Chief Executive. After 
the President had retired from the hall 
the association unanimously elected him 
and Gen. Leonard Wood honorary

And the maa who above all others will 
be responsible for doing that work 80 
well was a member of your profcasion, 
who, when the call to arms came, him- 
self went as a woldier to the fleld, the 
present Maj.-Gen. Wood. Leonard 
Wood did in Cuba just the kind of 
work that for instance Lord Cromer 
has done in Esypt. We have not been 
able to reward Wood in anything like 
the proportion that services such as 
his would have been rewarded in any 
other country of the first rank of the 
world, and there has been no meaner 
and no more unpleasant mentfestations 
in all our public history than the feel- 
ings of envy and jealousy manifested 
toward Wood. And the foul assaults 
and attacks made upon him, gentiemen, 
were largely because they grudged the 
fact that this “dmirable military offi- 
cer should have once been a doctor.’ 
GOMPERS AND DUNCAN. 

OYSTER BAY, July 12.—Immigration 
to the United States and its relation 
to the labor problem formed the sub- 
ject of a conference, this afternoon, be- 
tween the President and two of the im- 


portant leaders of organized labor, 
Samuel Gompers of ashi and 
James Duncan of Quincy, Mass., re- 

ctively the president and one of the 
vice-presidents of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. The conference was de- 
voted particularily to the considera- 
tion of the order recently issued by the 
President regarding the enforcement of 
the Chinese Exclusion Law. 

A impression had been gained by 
Many members of labor organizations 
that the order, to an extent, at least, 
let down immigration bars so far as 
Chinese are concerned. The President 
assured his callers, however, that no 
such construction properly could be 
placed on the order, and that he was 
as v opposed to the admis- 
sion to this country of Chinese coolies 
as they could be urged upon 


. Gompers 
the President the desirability for an 


intelligent, practical and humane con- 
sideration of the general question of 
immigration by the e and by Con- 
gress. The people of this country and 
of the whole civilized world are enti- 
tied, he maintained, to such a 
eration of the problem. 

“We directed the President's atten- 

„ said mpers, after the confer- 

ence, “to the interpretation ced by 
some persons on his recent order issued 
at the Instance of the American Asiatic 
Association, concerning the admission 
to the United States of Chinese. By 
many of our people and by many Chi- 
nese that order was looked upon as a 
letting down of the immigration bars 
so far as the Chinese are concerned. 
The President assured us that no 
proper reading of the order would war- 
rant such an interpretation, and that 
nothi was further from his intention 
than t such an impression should 
®e gotten from the order. His determi- 
nation is that both skilled and un- 
skilled Chinese laborers shall be ex- 
cluded from the United States, and he 
says the law will be rigidly enforced. 

“His order related only to the s0- 
called exempt classes, merchants, stu- 
dents, travelers and the like, who here+« 
tofore have had difficulty in gaining ad- 
mission to this country because of the 
many fraudulent certificates issued to 
them and to coolies who are not enti- 
tled to certificates in any event.

SACRAMENTO, July 12.—An insane 


convict at San Quentin has created ex-

OPENING OF PANAMA RAILROAD 
TO ALL TRAFFIC. 
Monster Mass Meeting Held Last 
Night to Celebrate New Order of 
Thinge—Fireworks, Music, Artil- 
lery Salutes and Oratory the Fea- 
tures—Razing of Horton House. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPOXPENCE OF THE TIMI. 
SAN DIEGO, July 12.—Believing that 
the termination of the exclusive traffic 
agreement between the Panama Rail- 
road and the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company will mean a vast increase in 
the shipping business at all ports along 
this coast and be particularly beneficial 
to this port of entry, the people of San 
Diego in a great mass meeting on the 
Plaza celebrated the advent of the 
new order of things this evening. 
There was fireworks, music, cannon fir- 
ing, oratory and the reading of tele- 
grams of congratulation. The great 
square was crowded and enthusiasm 
prevalied. 
After the gathering had been called 
to order by J. 8. Anterman, president 
of the Chamber of Commerce, H. P. 
Wood, the secretary of that body, 
briefly recounted the events leading 
up to the opening of the isthmus to 
the traffic of the world and the advan- 
tages that San Diego harbor may ex- 
pect ta receive from the new condition 
of traffic. He then read a telegram 
from President Shonts of the Panama 
Canal Commission, declaring that from 
this time henceforward the Panama 
Railroad will transship freight from all 
steamers offering it. He also read mess- 
sages of congratulation from the 
Chambers of Commerce of New Or-

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SANTA BARBARA, July § 12.—Mr.

tains in his 1905 Rainbler automobile.

He is a -:achtsman of 
experience, but has lately given more 
attention to automobile touring, hav- 
ing traveled over 1800 miles during the 
last month in his machine. Mr. and 
Mrs. Delanoy will be on their tour for 
several momhs, and ill remain in this 
city for four weeks before going south 
to Los Angeles and San Diego. In 
speaking of his trip, Mr. Delanoy said:

ELIMINATE EXCITEMENT. 
MR. HUNTINGTON'S VIPWS. 


Mr. Huntington, whose purchases of 


Redondo lots and of the Los Angeles 
and Redondo Railway have given the 
wonderful impetus to the seaport, was 


asked last evening by a Times reporter 


for an expression of his views on the 
sKuation. He said: 

“A few days ago I looked into the 
situation and satisfied myself there 
was a basis for permanent and legiti- 
mate values in real estate at Redondo 
at prices fairly representing its in- 
trinsic worth and I purchased the prop- 
erty. With this conviction 1 antict- 
pated a period of steady growth for 
Redondo without any characteristics 


of feverish excitement and placed the 


lots on the market at reasonable and 
legitienate prices. I have not faiséed 
the prices above the figures at which 
the property was placed upon the mar- 
ket, although I could probably have 
sold at double those figures. 

“I have also acqiired the stock of 
the Redondo Railway Company and 
my purpose is to improve that serv- 
ice, giving Redondo first-class electric 
railway facilities. I believe the town 
has an assured future and property 
purchased at reasonable prices is a 
good and legitimate investment. 

“There is apparently a tendency to 
speculation, due probably (o the fact 
that realty m Redondo, inactive and 
overlookei for over fifteen years, has 
been and is today offered at very much 
Jess tha similarly located property is 
held at in even smaller communities 
along our coast with fewer commercial 
advantages. It has been somewhat of 
a surprise to me, and I have done noth- 
ing whatever to encourage it. I do not 
believe in “booms” and much prefer 
that the real estate market should 
maintain the steady level which has 
heretofore characterized it in Southern 
California. It is for the bést interests 
of the people of Redondo and myself 
that the element of undue excitement 
and speculative feverishness should be 
eliminated as far as possible.“
